Saving 470,000,000 Forest Acres 
Big Economic Problem For U. S. 


(International N e w s Service) 
DENVER. Aug. 5 —Perhaps one oi 
the greatest economic problems which 
this nation has to face, that of the 
care, use and preservation of 470.000,- 
000 acres of forest land, is now being 
studied as a profession by more than 
1.500 young men, according to the 
report of a government bulletin re­ 
cently made public here. 
Forestry has been recognized as a 
profession for a period of not more 
than 30 years. 
The first recognition 
of the fact th at the forester needed a 
special technical training was in 1898 
when Cornell university established a 
professional school for forestry. 
According to Edward A. Sherman, 
associate forester of the forest service, 
United States departm ent of agricul­ 
ture. who Is author of the new’ bulle­ 
tin entitled “Forestry as a Profes- 
tion”, there are now 23 institutions 
of 
learning 
which 
have 
included 
courses leading to a degree in forestry 
while 50 others offer some forestry 
study in their curricula. 
Requirem ents Are M any. 
The 
requirements, 
opportunities 
and ideals for the forestry profession 
are many, as revealed by the bulletin. 
The forester must have a business 
and executive ability to guide him in 
his work as well as a thorough tech­ 
nical training. 
He Is forced contin­ 
ually to adm inister timberland. de­ 
vise means of fire protection, to form ­ 
ulate and put into practice the best 
methods of dealing with the problem 
of utilization of the forest without 
perm anently injuring its timber pro­ 
duction. 
Moreover to succeed, 
he 
m ust continue to develop and im ­ 
prove the property under his care so 
th at its value will be increased yearly. 
Nor, says Mr. Sherman, can the 


man who dislikes roughing it. who 
is physically unfit to cope with a 
rigorous life in the woods, survive as 
a forester. 
A considerable portion of 
the forester’s time is spent out of 
doors where he must get along w’ith 
few comforts and be able to cope with 
the hardships as they come up. 
M any Opportunities. 
Opportunities for trained foresters 
are constantly increasing. Sherm an 
states. 
Not only are foresters with a 
technical education in demand for the 
work of federal government, states, 
counties and municipalities, but also 
their services are being called for by 
numerous lumber concerns, private 
owners of tim berland, wood-using in­ 
dustries. educational institutions and 
; organizations conducting research in 
forestry. 
Reforestation, a most interesting 
phase of the forestry work, is stead­ 
ily assuming increasing importance 
among private owners since govern­ 
ment and state aid have been pro­ 
vided under the term s of the Clarke- 
McNary act. This offers another field 
to the trained forester.

B ritain’s greatest burdens from the 
World War is the maintenance of war 
orphans. 
A sum of of approximately ; 
$492,500.000 has been spent since 1917 
for the care of the children of British j 
soldiers who were killed or incapacita­ 
ted during the great conflict of 1914 
There are now 400,000 children in 
the British Empire for whom the na­ 
tion is assuming responsibility until 
they reach the age of 16. Last year 60- 
000 of these orphans w ho had become j 
of age, passed out of the benefit.

children who were assisted by the 
Special G rants committee in regard 
to education. This was done at an 
expense of $415,000 and 7,500 children 
are now benefiting In this way.

Detour Markers To 
Be Erected By State 
Highway Department 


HARRISBURG. Pa.. Aug. 5. — A 
new’ system of markers to guide trav­ 
elers over detours 
and 
temporary 
routes during the construction sea­ 
son has been inaugurated, officials 
of the highways department tcday 
announced 
The system was adopted 
to prevent temporary 
routes 
being 
m: taken for the standard roads. 
Instead of occasional stickers bear­ 
ing directions the new signs will carr> 
the standard number of the route 
and the word “detour” in large block 
letters. 
The word “detour” in the future 
will indici’c that the autoist is p a r­ 
ing over a county, township or bor­ 
ough highw ay and not a regular state 
road system. 
“Temponry” used 
in 
connection 
with a standard route number will 
mean that traffic is being diverted 
from a regular route and passing over 
another state highway which for the 
time is being used. 
These special markers will general- 
appear on sign posts. 
They can­ 
not. then, be confused with the per­ 
manent road markers. 
When more than one route number 
appears on a stretch of highway, it 
means that both of the established 
routes or trails use this highway for 
some distance.

O rder Conference In 
Lausanne 


LAUSANNE. Switzerland, Aug. 5.— 
Designed to promote unity among all 
Christian churches, the world con­ 
ference 
on 
faith 
and 
order 
was 
opened here today by the Rt. Rev. 
Charles 
Henry 
Brent. 
Protestant 
Episcopal 
bishop 
of

York. 
Speaking in Lausanne’s 11th cen­ 
tury cathedral, he pleaded for the re- 


moval of the barriers of suspicion 
and m isunderstanding between men 
of different religions and races. 
Nearly 500 delegates of more than 
90 churches, established and non-con­ 
formist, were present. 
The Roman 
Catholic church was not represented. 
The program for the conference, 
which has been in preparation for 17 
years, covers 19 days. 
It has baen 
arranged to give every denominational 
group a hearing. 
The leaders of the conference hope 
to show that the differences among 
the non-Catholic 
churches 
are 
so 
trivial th at the delegates ought to 
adopt a resolution in favor of union, 
which can in turn be referred back 
to the governing bodies of the various 
denominations for approval. 
Bishop Brent told the conference 
th a t “the call to unity is from God tc 
m an”. "Through unity alone can the 


kingdom of God be set up among 
m en”, he said. 
Nineteen denominations from 
the 
United States alone were represented, 
including nine American bishops. For­ 
ty-nine different nations have dele­ 
gates and 10 different languages w^ere 
heard today.

Prejudice Existed In America For 
Years; Once Were Called 
Love Apples 


Tomatoes 
are 
natives of tropical 
i America and were first introduced in ­ 
to Europe.in the sixteenth century. 
The tomato was eaten by the wild 
tribes of Mexico who planted it among 
their Indian corn and called it to- 
mati. It supposedly reached Europe 
by way of Peru, for it was first know*n 
as “mala Peruviana" and “pomi del 
Pern." In France it was called the 
“love apple.” Parkinson w’riting in 
1656 says the tomato was then cul- 
i tivated in England for ornament and ’ 
curiosity only. 
j 
Tomatoes, however, were used as 
food in Europe possibly a century be­ 
fore they were introduced into the 
United States. Jefferson mentions to­ 
matoes as being cultivated in Virginia 
in 1781. In 1802 they were introduced 
at Salem, Mass., by an Italian paint- 
ter. who was unable to persuade the 
people to even taste them. 
Owing 
to its kinship to the nightshade fam ­ 
ily the tomato was looked upon with 
suspicion and was supposed by many 
to be poisonous. 
A girl who ate “love apples” in New 
Jersey about 1835 was rushed to a 
doctor by her parents. The prejudice, 
however, wras gradually broken down 
and by 1840 tomatoes were quite gen­ 
erally eaten in this country.-
